7. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for service in any part 
of the world . The standards of medical fitness are shown in Annexures 1 and 2 
to Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subgequently on medical 
grounds. Candidates are therefore adviged in their own interest to get them 
belveg medically examined before applying, to avoid rejection at the final stage . 

8 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until they complete their full 
training. A onndidate who marries subsequent to the date of his application , 
though successful at this or any subsequent examination , will not be selected 
for training and a candidate who marries whilst under training shall be discharged , 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the Government. 
Commissioned officers of the G . D . Branch of the Royal Indian Air Force will 
not be eligible for allotment of married accommodation before they complete 
minimum of three years service , or before they attain the age of 25 whichever ig 
earlier .

-support for his application will disqualify him for admission . 

14 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to the examination 
may in the discretion of the Government of India be limited to such number as 
the (tovernment of India may decide. If a limit is imposed ard the number of 
candidates exceeds that limit , the Federal Public Service Commission shall 
t select from among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exami 
nation and shall have regard in so doing to the suitability of the applicants for 
Admission to the Academy or the Air Force Academy of the R . I. A . F . 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Federal Public Service Com 
mission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . 

18 . The Federal Public Service Commission shall prepare a list of candidates 
in order of their merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination . Candidates who obtain qualifying marks 
at the written examination shall appear before a Services Selection Board . 
Candidates to be acceptable should secure the minimum qualifying marks both 
in the written examination and Services Selection Board interview . Subject to 
this condition , thoy will then be placed in the order of merit on the basis of the 
total marks secured . The final selection for admission to the Armed Forces 
Academy and the Air Force Acaderny will be made in order of merit depending 
on the number of vacancies for each courge .

Solution of linear equutions involving not moro than two unknowns and quadratio 
equations involving only one unknown ; the solution of simultaneous equations , 
one linear and one quadratio , involving two unknowns ; and simple probleme, 
leading to such equations. The use of the remainder theorem ; ratio and 
proportion ; variation .

Geometry . — The paper in Geometry will contain questions on Practical and

The questions on practical Geometry will be set on the constructions con 
tained in Soheudle A , together with easy extensions of them . In cases where 
the validity of a construction is not obvious , the reasoning by which it is justified 
may be required . Every candidate must provide himself with a ruler graduated 
in inches and tenths of an inch , and in centimetres and millimetres , a set square, 
a protractor , compasses , and a fairly hard pencil . All figures must be drawn 
accurately and distinctly . Questions may be set in which the use of the sota 
square or of the protractor is forbidden .
